CRIPPEN IS TO 
TAKE STAND 


Evidence for Prosecution Is All 
In and Crippen’s Counsel Out- 
lines Defense. 


MANY WOMEN IN COURT 


And They All Appear to Take 
Great Interest in Recital 
of Crime. 


(Canafian Assocacer Press) 

London, Oct. 20.—-It was four in the 
afternoon when Tobin finished his im- 
passioned speech which Crippen fol- 
[ewes with the closest attention. 

Sensation ran through the court 
when Jenkins, junior counsel for the 
defence, uttered the words, “Harvey 
Hawley Crippen.” 

The prisoner with a quick step, forc- 
ed his way through the crowd to the 
witness box. 

To the first formal question regard- 
ing age, he answered in a quiet tone, 
hardly audible. Requested to speak 
up, he answered that he had a theoret- 
ical training in surgery, but had never 
had any practical experience. 

Londen, Oct. 2za.—Wahea Crippen 
stepped into the dock 11s mornne he 
Was iotwenbly paler ana a suspicion 
of irony was discernable on his fea- 
tures, which till now have been in- 
scrutable, 

Dr. Spalesbury, pathologist, St. 
Mary hospital, was of the opinion that 
the mark on the skin of the body was 
the result of an operation and not as 
the defence allege, a mark resulting 
from a folding of the skin after death. 

Quite half of the public in the court 
were ladies who seemed fascinated 
with the gruesome details concerning 
the ghastly remains. 

Dr. Marshall, police-surgeon, said 
he agreed with Pepper's evidence that 
the mark was the scar of a wound and 
also thought that disection must have 
been done by some one possessing 
considerable skill and anatomical 
knowledge, 

After several minor witnesses had 
linked up the main chain of evidence, 
Dr. Wilcox, home office analyst, an- 
swering Oddie, junior counsel for the 
Crown, said that the remnant of pa- 
jamas buried was identical with other 
pyjamas found in Crippen's boxes. Fe 
also ‘declared the mark on tlie skin 
was due to surgical operation Re- 
lating his examination for mineral es- 
sences, Wilcox said he had found 
traces of arsenic and carbolic acid. 
These, however, were the results of 
disinfectants used and the presence 
Ife found in the 
stomach one thirtieth of a grain of 
hyoseine, in the kidneys one four- 
tieth, in the intestines, one seventh, in 
the liver, one twelfth, and also a trace 
in the lungs. 

Answering Oddie, Wilcox said hy- 
oscine was a gummy syrupy sub- 
In the organs examined there 
were two fifths of a grain and he 
thought in the whole of the bedy half 
a grain, 

“Is that a fatal dose?” asked Od- 
die, 

“Yes.” 

“What is a fatal dose?” 

“From a quarter to half a grain.” 

“What is hyoscine?” “A powerful 
narcotic poison, It is not a common 
drug. It’s effect produces a slight de- 
lirinm or excitement, the pupils of the 
eyes become paralyzed and mount, 
and the throat becomes dry.

alized. Death would result without 
recovery in something under twelve 
hours.”

Answering a question by Oddie, 
Wilcox said hyoscine was given inter- 
nally nearly always by means of a 
hypodermic injection under the skin. 
It was used as a powerful sedative in 
cases of delirium or inflamation of 
the brain and delirium tremens, some- 
times combined with morphia. It was 
always in tabloid form. It was not 
used as a homopathic remedy in Eng- 
land or America. Jt has rather a 
salty taste but might be unnoticed if
